MILITARY TRAIMNG AM) POLITICS. 


The action of the house Democrats in 


pronouncing by party caucus against uni- 
versal (mining is disappointing. In view 
of the president's request for postpone- 
ment it is also premature. Mr. \Vilson has 
been and still is favorable to military 
training ns a national policy, and in his 
note to the party leaders he advances ar- 
guments in its favor which neither Dem- 
ocrats nor the country can overlook. 


The controversy over the question goes 


back to pre-war days and pacifism versus 
preparedness. -Much the same clement 
which fought preparedness then is op- 
posed to universal training now. We find 
Representatives Dent and Kitchin who 
did all in their power to obstruct mar- 
shaling of the nation's military strength 
just before and during the war. ranged 
against the army reorganization bill 
which incorporates development of our 
potential man power to meet eventual- 
ities. It is pacifism versus preparedness. 


It is a prime duty of Congress to pro- 


vide for the national defense. It is a duty 
imposed by the Constitution. There are 
two .ways to make national defense se- 
cure. One is the creation of an effective 
military establishment, sufficiently large 
'in personnel to afford immediate protec- 
tion in all reasonable contingencies. To 
place it on this basis and not be lulled to 
sleep by the fanaticism of pacifists re- 
quires a substantial standing army. The 
other method is to reduce thejsizc of the 
standing army and to supplement it by 
giving our young manhood enough pre- 
paratory experience in the arts and prac- 
tices of warfare to quickly transform it 
into an effective fighting machine should 
the necessity arise. 


One objection to the latter course is the 


estimated cost of, $131.000,000 annually 
for universal military training, but Rep- 
resentative Kahn, chairman pf the'house 
committee on military affairs and an au- 
thority, says the saving to the country 
lllrough reduction of the standing army 
made possible would amount to a much 
larger sum. The pacifists will answer 
this by asserting that a standing army of 
even reasonable, proportions is unneces-

altitude of non-preparedness. Further- 
more, if military training will^ produce _ 
more self-reliant citizens, more skillful* 
workers, and physically, menially and 
morally stronger individuals, as it un- 
doublcdly will, is the gain to the nation 
lo be lightly estimated in dollars? 


.It is contended that industry would 


sufl'cr.a heavy loss by taking young men

four or six' months to receive mililary 
training. It might just as well be argued 
thai it would-be better to forego all edu- 
cational training in order that industry 
might draw the youth of Ihe country into 
its maw at the earliest possible moment. 
Physically matured and mentally devel- 
oped young men more than "make up the 
lime taken in preparation in increased 
competency. Such men are a net gain 
lo the country in productiveness. They 
will do much more and belter work in a 
few years than ignorant and physically 
inferior men will do in many years. 


Mililary training would be a parl of our 


public education. II would nol in any 
sense inculcate militarism. The basic 
ideals of our schools and of our institu- 
tions and our history are ample guaran- 
tee of lliis. But military training would 
make the nation more fit. It would make 
its rising manhood more intelligent, more 
zealous of health and physical vigor, 
more experienced in meeting Ihc prob- 
lems and pitfalls of modern life. In addi- 
tion il would give us insurance against 
•war, and in Ihc value of lhal we surely 
have had sufficient lesson. 


Finally opposition to mililary training 


represents an idea founded on the beau- 
tiful Ihcory of an idealistic world, al- 
ready an accomplished fact or lo be 
hastened through pacifism. II ignores Ihc 
practical, it ignores experience, il ignores 
facts which predominate Ihroughoul the 
world and which any nation would be 
foolish lo discount in determining -ils 
policies wilh reference lo defense. The

It is not the position which politicians 
who seek to control presidential conven- 
tions like to sec in a prospective candi- 
date. It is clear that the party managers 
arc casting about t for nominees whom 
they can influence, and who will be con- 
lent to accept the honor on any kind of 
a;platform they may sec fit lo dictate. 


Mr. Hoover docs not seem to be that 


kind of presidential limber. He does, 
however, voice the opinion of many thou- 
sands of independent voters whose sup- 
port this year will be given to that party 
whose nominee, principles and past rec- 
ord give the greatest promise of a states- 
manlike and constructive administration.

MORE PAY FOR TEACHERS. 


Statistics show that 143,000 men and 


women left the teaching profession last 
year to engage in other ami more lucra- 
tive pursuits. An Indiana authority says 
100,000 teaching positions in the public 
schools are either vacant or filled by un- 
trained teachers. To be sure there is 
nothing alarming inv these figures as such, 
for distributed over the staffs of the na- 
tion's schools the number is small in any 
city or community. But it is different 
when we view these facts as signifying a 
condition which is growing up in our ed- 
ucational affairs. The filling of 100,000 
positions wilh unlrained or incompetent 
teachers reflects a tendency which will 
not stop at that figure unless the causes 
which brought it about arc removed, and 
speedily. One hundred and forty-three 
thousand experienced teachers, or even 
a fair percentage of that many, could nol 
leave the-profession annually for many 
years without playing havoc with our 
schools. 


The fact is we arc compelled lo do more 


for our teachers whether we wish lo or 
not, and it is not to our credit as citizens 
if we longer are indifferent to or rcsisl 
their efforts to improve their stalus. \Vc 
musl pay them' what they are worth. We 
must measure their services more in 
terms of what they produce. We must 
stop looking at the school teacher as an 
ascelic individual who is content to live' 
a life of abnegation and self-sacrificc,.and 
who is without the emotions, desires and' 
ambitions common to the rest of us. 


We must gel this viewpoint or one of 


these fine days we shall awake to a real- 
ization that teachers arc human beings 
and lhal Iherc is a limit lo Iheir powers 
of endurance in undergoing deprivation 
and lo their\paticncc in serving an un- 
apprccialive public. 


The mosl competent teachers are none 


loo good for our public schools. We ought 
to have Ihe bcsl obtainable, both in nat- 
ural ability and in preparation. We can 
afford lo pay Ihc price for such instruc- 
tors. But il is a morlal certainly lhal we 
can neither hold whal we have nor oblain 
olhcrs lo take their places a I salaries of 
from sixly to nincly dollars a month when 
common labor scorns such rcnumcralion. 
The situation wilh .reference lo our 
teachers has become a national educa- 
tional problem. 


THE SUPERIOR RIGHTS OF THE PUBLIC 
It would be impossible to adequately portray 


the -woeful consequences of all the people if the 
production and distribution of the necessities oJ 
life should be halted in the s,hort dark days of 
winter. While the right to strike in all ordinary 
industries, under normal conditions, can not be 
denied, there arc some callings which arc so 
closely related to the life, liberty and security 
of the people that the right to strike in tho*e 
cases must be subordinated to the right of the 
public to enjoy uninterrupted 
service. Where 


the right of collective bargaining ha* been recog- 
nized and the peaceful processes of settlement 
of disputes have been offered and rejected, no 
government worthy of the name can permit the 
strike weapon to be «sed to enforce the demands 
of a single class of workers at the expense of 
all 
the

many regulations and usages of national force 
bearing on the subject..

al Geographic Magazine, by Commander Byron 
McCandless, U. S. N.. and Gilbert Grosvenor, as . 
follows: 
"In raising the flag it should never be rolled 


up' and hoisted to the top of the staff before 
unfurling. 
Instead, the flag should be free dur- 


ing the act of hoisting, which should be 
done 


quickly. It should be taken in slowly and with 
dignity. It should not be allowed to touch the 
ground on shore, or the deck of a 
ship, 
nor 


should it be permitted to trail in the water or 
in the dust. .It should not be hung where it can 
be contaminated or soiled easily, or draped over 
chairs or benches for seating purposes, and no 
object or emblem of any kind should be placed 
upon it or above it.

As I-have hinted from time to time, 


in my diffident way, there is no such 
thing as "taking cold." These vari- 
ous respiratory infections which peo- 
ple insist on 
calling "colds" have 


nothing to do with weather or tem- 
perature conditions so far as anybody 
has ever been able to prove. They are 
purely infectious diseases spread from 
person to person as diphtheria and 
meningitis are spread,- In fact diph- 
theria and. meningitis are themselves 
respiratory 
infections quite as def- 


initely as are ordinary coryza and 
pneumonia. 


In an earlier talk I asserted baldly 


that no known drug or combination 
of drugs will break up a so-called 
cold, and I repeat that assertion here. 


Now let me tell you what to take 


to help you overcome one of these un- 
identified respiratory infections mis- 
called "colds" or at least to help you 
endure the uncertainty until you 
have the doctor in to see if he can de- 
termine the identity of your infec- 
tion.1. Take twenty-four hours of bed 
rest. Anyhow go to bed if it is for 
only three hours of additional bed 
rest. -Bed rest at the onset has saved 
a lot of lives, when the alleged "cold" 
happens to be influenza. 


2. Take a hot mustard foot bath in 


bed. 
If you do not know how this 


trick is done, remain quietly in bed a 
[ew days and watch this column for 
the technic. 


3. If feverish, fast from twelve to 


twenty-four hours. 


4. If there is severe headache or 


other severe ache eschew the heart- 
depressing and blood-destroying ace- 
tanilide which is the "kick" in so 
many nostrums purporting to cure 
'colds and grippe." Much less danger- 
ous for the relief of such pain is 
acetylsalicylic acid, a five-grain tablet 
of which may be taken as a dose, and 
not more than three doses. 


If a cathartic is needed some saltsl 


is pieferable and perhaps the most 
agteeable dose is a bottle of, solu- 
tion of magnesium citrate prepared 
by the druggist on 
request. This 


makes a large drink but "not an un- 
pleasant one. 


C. As an external application for 


soreness or pain a mustard paste is 
good, as described in the second arti- 
cle of this series. Or the menthol- 
wintergreen ointment known as "an- 
algesic balm" may be rubbed on. 


7. The throat may be gargled every 


hour or two with a 
solution of a 


Seller's tablet in water as hot as pos- 
sible. Or a teaspoonful of boric acid 
may be dissolved in a cupful of hot 
water for gargling.
